THE LAST LETTER OF ELIAS HICKS, 





To wh 
ed some sotice of his life, ministry, last si 
tae he following letter to the pub- 
On presenting t 
lie, ie wit, en, Nowy be a antisfaction to the 
numerous friends of the deceased, to learn some 
particulars of his life, and of the circumstances 
of his iliness and final close. In this statement, 
we shall chiefly confine ourselves to the most 
material facts, without attempting to delineate 
his character, or to eulogize his memory. This 
is not t to be necessary. So bright an 
example of practical christianity, yt the 
memory of the present generation: and so 
as christian benevolence is held in esteem, a 
inflexible integrity commands the respect of man- 
kind, so long the name and character of Elias 
Hicks will be honoured. 
He was born on Long Island, the ninetecnth 
day of the Third-month, 1748, and was ac- 
knowledged a membe: of the society of Friends, 
about the time of his marriage, which took 
place im the First-month, 1771; and at about | 
the age of twenty-seven years, ho first appear: | 
ed in the ministry. Inthe exercise of his gift, 
his light increased in brightnoss, and continued 
to shine with undiminished lustre, until his day's 
work was accompliched. For the greater part 
of ths period, he stood in the foremost rank as 
a gospel ainister, labouring diligently and faith- 
fully, both by precept example, to promote 
practical righteousness in the earth, During 
half a century, he travelled extensively through 
the United States, as a minister, and several 
times into Canada: and in the year 1828, being 
then eighty years old, he made a visit to New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ohio, and Indi- 
ana, to the comfort and satisfaction of Friends 
in those parts. ; 
Shortly after his retarn home,” he met with 
the heaviest domestic affliction he had ever ex- 
perienced. His wife, with whom he had lived 
in the greatest harmony and affection for Gfty- 
eight years, died on the seventeenth day of the 
Vhied-month, 1829, afler a few days illness, and 
was buried on the nineteenth, He felt the lose 
of hie beloved companion, with the keenest sen- 
sibility: but he bore it with meekness, patience, 
and becoming fortitude and resignation. Ho de- 
livered at ber funeral, a feeling and iw pressive 
testimony to her worth—her unity aod sympa- 
thy with him in all bis exercises, He spoke of 
their harmonious concurrence, in the guarded 
and religious care of their children, to keep 
them ip the simplicity of their christian profes- 
sion, and concluded by expressing his full assur- 
ance that Wer spirit was now landed safely 
in that state, where it would be forever 
happy. 
The summer following, he vieited most parts 
of the northern and western branches of New 
York Yearly Meeting, and returned home late 
in the ensuing autuma. Tn this visit he wasfa- 
voured to dischargo his religious duty as a gos- 
pel minister, to the pagar gio roy e = 
ed, and to the peace and comfort of his 2 
ound, af he has ae frequently expresse* On 
his return, he spent several days in th ore, of 
New Vork visiting his friends, care ing 
some meetings.

The publication 
of Wavorly was an era in our literature, Like 
the Don Quixotte of Cervantes, it was the foun- 
dation of a new school. We had tad historiedl 
novels from Miss Porter, and Mise Owenson had 
written novels itlustrative of national character. 
Rut these, though not devoid of merit, bear no 
very close resemblance to Old Mortality or 
ivanhoe. The writer who is eager for present 
celebrity had best become a novelist. None so 
likely to enjoy a high degree of living fame, or 
to leave a more fleeting reputation behind him. 
What actions more read and admired in 
their day than those of Richardson? Are they 
not neglected now?—and wheh spoken of, is it 
not generally in ty much the same manner 
that wo speak of the formal and anti- 
quated finery of the same period’ And yet with 
all his tediousness and all his impertinences; 
though he may have been unskilful in his con- 
versation ps » and failed in portraying the 
manners of the fashionable society of his times, 
there ie a touching simplicity, a tenderness and 
depth of pathos about his novels, which comes 
home to every heart, and has never heen sur- 
passed, Scott w evidently waning. We disco- 
ver not in ** The Chronicles of the Canongate,”’ 
“ Valentine's Day,” or “‘Anne of Gierstein,’’ 
much of the varied power that gained him 
the deserved appellation of the Northern Magi- 
cian. Who has not felt hie spell? It will not 
be denied that there are scenes of thrilling iate- 
rest and passages of commanding energy in his 
flatter works, by which we discover by glimpses, 
as it were, the existence of all his pristine capa- 
bilities. In his last production, for instance, 
where he describes the two travellers wandering 
ia a stormy and tempestuous night amid the 
wildest mountain scenery of Switzerland; and 
exhibits the younger in his perilous ascent along 
the steep where the slighest slip of his foot would 
have sent him to the horrid chasm below—his 
agonized parent beholding, yet unable to assiet 
him. So vivid and powerful is the picture, that 
we tugn from it with a shudder and ti 
of pain. It is fearfully natural, and our emo- 
tious oppress us. Scott seems io have obtained 
the end of hie ambition, and to be satisfied with 
his fame. To fee! confident that he cannot sur- 
pase what he has already achieved; that he has 
attained his destined heighf, from which he looks 
down wit conscious dignity, and the juxurious 
tranquil self-compla of the warrior who 
has put forth his whole strength, gamed the vie~ 
tory, feels a sense of exhaustion, and heers from 
every quarter the universal vaice of applause 
and commendation.

crease the number of the house. Mr. Peer 
asserted his conviction that the House of 
Commons, as now constituted, is “compe- 
tent to give the people happiness, and to en- 
sure to them the of freedom.” 
Expressing great respect America and 
all her institutions, he quoted the quarantine 
law of Gronuta, touching free blacks, to 
strengthen his argument against popular 
representation.
